Indianapolis, Ju no 6.—A reward of 
$3,000 for the captu re and retu rn of 
A. O, Baker to Marion cou nty has been 
offered by Governor Hanly on behalf 
of the state. 
Baker, who is known as 
“Cig arette” Baker, lobbyist for the 
tobacco tru st, Is wanted on the charg e 
of attempting to bribe Representative 
Ananias Baker of Rochester, a mem­ 
ber of the last leg islatu re, to vote 
ag ainst the enactment of the antl- 
clg arctte bill. 
Representative Baker 
exposed “Cig arette” Baker’s hand on 
old school bu ilding was referred to the the floor of the hoU8e du rins a roll_ 
call on the bill. 
At a dramatic mo­ 
ment he arose and before the startled 
eyes of his associates, tore open an 
envelope containing five $20 bills. He 
proclaimed at the same time that 
“Cig arette” Baker had attempted to 
bribe him. 
The expose created a 
g reat sensation. 
“Cig arette” Baker 
disappeared and the leg islatu re voted 
an appropriation of $5,000 for the “ap­ 
prehension and conviction of any per­ 
son or persons that may be charg ed 
with bribery.” 
Governor Hanly has 
been criticised for not making a more 
vig orou s attempt to captu re Baker, 
bu t it was learned today that he has 
had men working on the case, bu t 
they have failed, so he offered the big 
reward. 
It was also learned that the 
g overnor is in receipt of a letter sig n­ 
ed by Baker and mailed at Chicag o on 
May 26, in which he denou nced A. L. 
Hu g hes, who called on the g overnor 
three weeks ag o and asked him to let 
Baker retu rn provided he wou ld ex­ 
pose a lot of corru ption that has ex­ 
isted in Indiana leg islatu res for the 
last fou rteen years. 
It is not known 
whether Baker wrote the letter to the 
g overnor, as it Is typewritten, bu t 
whoever wrote referred to Hu g hes as 
“that fool ass” who was withou t au 
thorlty to intercede for him. 
The 
writer says he never saw Hu g nes bu t 
twice and that he never dreamed of 
offering to retu rn and g ive u p informa­ 
tion abou t methods of previou s leg is­ 
latu res.

As the ship su bsidy bill is u nderstood 
in the west, it seems difficu lt to com­ 
prehend 
why the President shou ld 
favor it, thou g h it will be remembered 
he recommended it in a messag e to 
cong ress. 
A Washing ton special says : 
“ President Roosevelt has come to, 
the resolve that the ship su bsidy bill, 
which is in detqierate straits, shall be 
passed. 
The bill, after passing the 
senate, went to the Hou se Committee 
on merchant marine and 
fisheries, 
it has never been reported and will 
die in committee u nless Representative 
Watson, of Indiana, chang es front and 
votes to report it Mr. Watson admitted 
today, that the ship su bsidy bill has 
been one of the su bjects discu ssed at 
several conferences du ring the last few 
days between the President and himself 
at the White Hou se. 
“ The President wants the ship su b­ 
sidy bilFto pass au d has asked me to 
favor it,” said he. 
‘My reply to him 
was that I canu ot vote for a ship su b­ 
sidy at this session.” 
Watson thinks that, notwithstanding 
the President’s attitu de, tliere will be 
no ship su bsidy leg islation at the pres­ 
ent session. ”

Clea ning Ditches. 


The farmers of many cou nties of Ind­ 
iana are complaining abou t the cost of 
maintaining ditches u nder the law 
passed by the last leg islatu re, which 
provides that all ditches be cleaned 
nnder the su pervision of the cou nty 
su rveyor. 
Under the old law ditches 
were cleasned ou t u nder the direction 
ol the township tru stee, au d it has 
been demonstrated that u nder the old 
system the expense was abou t one-half 
what it now is u nder the new* law. 
An effort, it is said will be made to 
have the next leg islatu re restore the 
main provisions of the old law in order 
that expenses may be cu rtailed. 
This 
will g ive tru stee« control of the open 
ditches in their respective townships, 
and contracts for cleaning w’ill be let 
to the lowest bidder, who will be re­ 
qu ired to g ive bond that the work 
will be done'satifliactorily, and pay­ 
ments will be made for su ch work by 
the tru stees. 
Under the present system the cou nty 
su rveyor has 'charg e of all ditches and 
he is allowed $4 a day for his work. 
In a nu mber of the cou nties the entire 
time of the su rveyor cou ld be taken 
in looking after the ditches and then 
he wou ld be u nable to do the work. 
As an illu stration : The cou nty su r­ 
veyor first makes an astimate of what 
it will cost to clean ou t a ditch, esti­ 
mates being based on the nu mber of 
cu bic yards of earth fo be removed. 
After the estimates are made, the work 
of cleaning ou t is let to the lowest 
bidder. 
When the work is completed, 
the su rveyor and his assistants inspects 
the ditch and accept the work if satis­ 
factorily done. 
Under the old law the 
township tru stee let the work by lineal 
rod and for his service he g ot $2 per 
day. 
Under both systems the land 
affected are assessed to pay for the 
cleaning , and these assessments are 
placed on the ditch tax’du plicate with 
the cost accu ring , and are paid as other 
« axes are paid. 
The new law was 
proven a bonanza for the cou nty su r 
veyors in cou nties that 
have many 
open ditches and farmersjare g enerally 
complaining of the increased cost of 
caring for the open ditch.

Washing ton. Ju ne 6.—The senate 
passed the naval appropriation bill 
and also g ave considerable attention 
to the conference report on the rail­ 
road rate bill. 
The only Important 
amendment made to the naval bill 
was one requ iring the secretary of the 
navy to su bmit the plans for the pro­ 
posed big warship to cong ress before 
proceeding 
with 
its 
consideration. 
The bill carries a total appropriation 
of $103,117 ,67 0. There is no dou bt 
that the rate bill will be sent back 
to conference. 
Senator Tillman ad­

The telephone bu siness in Indiana 
is dealt with in an interesting au d 
instru ctive wav in a bu lletin 
ju st 
issu ed by the censu s bu reau . 
Indiana, according to the bu lletin, 
has more telephone systems in opera­ 
tion than any other State in the u nion, 
w’ith the sing le exception of Illinois. 
The total revenu e derived from all 
telephone companies 
In Indiana du r­ 
ing the year 1905, was $2,8 16,509 . 
The net su rplu s of the Indiana tele­ 
phone systems, after dedu cting total 
exfHjnses, was $404.930. 
The total nu mber of talks over Ind­ 
iana telephones dnring the year were 
29 4,057 5,65, of which 29 0.57 9,503 were 
local messag es, 
au d the ¿remainder 
were long -distance or toR messag es. 
Indiana had 200,599 miles of telephone 
wire and 129,835 telephone su bscribers, 
650 switchboards, 47 6 salaried officials, 
clerks, etc., who drew salaries am ou nt­ 
ing to $23,339,28 6, wag e earners, who 
drew wag es amou nting to $858,7 11. 
In operating the Indiana telephone 
systems 1,692 g irls w’ere employed, 
and they received wag es amou nting to 
$39 4,462, or a fracion over 21 a year. 
Tho nu mber of male operators employ­ 
ed was 96. 
They received $20,7 8 5, or 
an averag e of abou t $214 a year. 
Of the telephone systems in opera­ 
tion in Iu diana 261 are commercial 
systems, operated by corporation indi - 
vidu als of firms for revenu e, and 105 
are mu tu al systems, operated throu g h 
a mu tu al ariang ement among persons 
benefited by the service.

REPUBLICAN PARTY HAS CREDIT 


Labor Legislation Compared in Demo­ 


cratic and Republican States Makes 


Astonishing Revelation in Cehalf of 


the Latter. 


The history of the developm ent of 
labor interests in Indiana is a story 
of the steady and rapid advancem ent 
of our state and the im proved condi­ 
tion of her people. 
Today there are on th e statute 
books of our state m any laws which 
were passed in the interest of this 
Im portant part of our citizenship, and 
m ost of these were endorsed by the 
Indiana Federation of Labor Unions, 
when they were under consideration. 


The Indiana Federation. 
These law s are referred to In a most 
interesting m anner in a bound copy 
of the proceedings of the Indiana Fed­ 
eration, which include reports from 
1890 to the present tim e, and which 
give the Republican assem blies much 
praise for th eir enactm ents favorable 
to labor. 
In fact so m uch as been done for 
the labor cause in this state th at In­ 
diana. under Republican adm inistra­ 
tion, has ranked to the front am ong 
h er sister states for her large am ount 
of legislation friendly to and in the 
in terest of the w orking classes. 
It has been said there is no better 
way of judging the m erits of a politi­ 
cal party than by the laws which are 
passed by the legislators who are 
elected to office from its ranks. 


Labor Laws in Different States. 
W ith regard to legislation for the 
protection of the w orkers much re­ 
m ains to be done before they receive 
th eir full m easure of protection and 
Justice, but as is clearly shown by the 
statistics of the different states, near­ 
ly all protective labor legislation in 
the United S tates was first enacted by 
the Republican states, and then was 
not often adopted even by way of im­ 
itation by the Dem ocratic states. 
At 
the present tim e the proportion of Re­ 
publican states having protective la­ 
bor legislation Is very much greater 
than th a t of Dem ocratic states. 
For instance, there are 33 states 
w’hich have state labor bureau j, and 
25 of these are Republican states. 
T here are 29 states that have fac­ 
tory Inspection service, and 
22 of 
these are Republican states. 
T here are 21 states with boards of 
conciliation and arbitration, and 16 
of these are Republican. 
Seventeen states have a law estab­ 
lishing an eight-hour day for labor on 
public works. 
Of these 14 are Repub­ 
lican states and only three are Demo­ 
cratic states. 
Twenty-seven states have laws re­ 
stricting the em ploym ent of children. 
N ineteen are Republican states. 
T hirteen states have laws forbid­ 
ding the em ploym ent of children in 
operating dangerous m achinery. Elev- 
of these are Republican. 
T hirty-eight states have legislation 
regulating the em ploym ent of women. 
Twenty-seven of these are Republican 
states. 
Twelve states regulate sweat-shops. 
Ten of these are Republican. 
In order to insure the prom pt pay­ 
m ent of wages in cash when due, 21 
states have enacted laws on this sub­ 
ject. 15 being Republican and only 
six Democratic. 
Fifteen states have laws forbidding 
the discharging of persons because 
they are m em bers of labor organiza­ 
tions. 
T hirteen of these states are 
Republican and two are Democratie. 
Thirty-eight states have laws allow ­ 
ing trade unions to adopt labels and 
prohibiting 
their 
counterfeiting. 
Twenty-seven of these states are Re­ 
publican aud but 11 are Democratic. 


Indiana in the Front Rank. 
In 
every 
single 
case 
m entioned 
above, Indiana, a Republican state, ta 


bor com m ission law s; 
doubled the 
force of the form er and made the lat­ 
te r m ore serviceable; increased the 
j salary of both com m issioners and the 
chief inspector; passed a weekly wage 
law ; the fire-escape law; and one con­ 
cerning the pleadings and proof in 
action for dam ages, whiph removed 
th e burden of proof from the plaintiff 
and placed it upon the defendant 
T hese m easures m et the hearty ap­ 
proval of the Indiana Federation of 
Labor 
and 
w ere 
considered 
their 
m easures, the Republican legislature 
and Republican governor given the 
c re d it 
In 1901 a Republican legislature 
passed a law concerning a minimum 
rate of wages on public w orks c. state, 
counties, cities and tow ns; an act reg­ 
ulating 
handling of explosives in 
m ines; one concerning the issuance 
of checks, tickets, tokens or other de­ 
vices given in paym ent for the assign­ 
m ent or tran sfer of wages, m aking 
them payable in each on dem and; the 
bake-shop law; one protecting labor­ 
ers who work on public streets, alleys, 
sew ers and other public im provem ents 
by com pelling the contractor to give 
bond for the paym ent of w ages; and 
one com pelling convict-made goods to 
be plainly labeled "Convict Made.” 
T his sam e year the railroad men had 
an act passed com pelling railroads to 
m aintain lights a t street and railroad 
crossings, in towns, and one provid­ 
ing for signal 
lights on sw itches. 
Both of these w ere for th e b etter pro­ 
tection of trainm en, and w ere sup­ 
ported by th eir organizations. At this 
session of the legislature th e forces 
of both the mine inspector and fac­ 
tory inspector were increased and the 
m ine inspectors’ salary increased to 
11,800 per annum . 
In 1903 there was passed the boiler 
inspection law. the tem porary floor 
law, and one com pelling the Inspection 
of naphtha and gasoline launches on 
inland lakes and rivers, by a com­ 
petent mechanic. 
At this session the 
railroad men received a law which 
forbade th eir em ploym ent for m ore 
than sixteen hours consecutively, thus 
giving them eight hours rest out of 
the tw enty-four. 
They also secured 
the passage of an act com pelling all 
railroads w ithin the state to equip 
their cars with autom atic couplers 
and hand-holds; and a Republican gov­ 
ernor signed the bills. 
In 
1905 
the 
m ining 
laws 
were 
strengthened and improved upon In 
the interests of the m iners and the 
public, and m any strong clauses in­ 
cluded for the safety and protection 
of labor which would have been re­ 
garded as radical or extrem e m easures 
a few years ago. 
Several other laws 
were also passed in which the inter­ 
ests of the 
laborer w*ere honestly 
guarded, and In the codification of the 
crim inal law of the state there was 
no letting down of the bars in penal­ 
ties affecting the interests of labor. 
Since January. 1905. too. we have de­ 
cisions from an appellate and suprem e 
courts, interpreting the laws affecting 
the liability of em ployers for acci­ 
dents in a m anner-m uch more favora­ 
ble to em ployes than the Interpreta­ 
tion of sim ilar laws in sister states. 
In fact, nearly all the law s on the 
Indiana statu te books directly in the 
in terest of w age-earners are the pro­ 
duct of Republican legislation, of Re­ 
publican forethought, and of Republi­ 
can care for the people. 
This is es­ 
tablished by the record, and th ere is 
no better evidence than the record. 
L et the w age-earners of Indiana ex­ 
am ine the record, let them closely 
scan it, let them carefully study it, 
let them com pare it with the record 
of deeds done, of laws passed by 
D em ocratic leadership, and then let 
them wisely decide which party has 
looked best to their Interests. 


Tim es Good, Labor Employed. 
The last annual report of the state 
factory inspector declares th at the 
industries of the state have been un­ 
usually well and continuously em ploy­ 
ed. 
The scarcity of skilled workm en, 
he adds, has been felt in nearly all 
lines. 


Compare This W ith Democratic Days. 
Com pare this with the recent panic j 
tim e in our country's history, brought; 
about by the only Democratic adm in-: 
Iftration we have had in the last forty 
years. 
This is a tim e well rem em ­ 
bered, when work was scarce and 
wages low. when tim es were hard, and 
savings accounts were exhausted. Re­ 
m em ber how. after the Republicans

Federation of Labor.

soon as its provisions were under 
stood, received its hearty support. 
In 1399 the legislature am ended and 
strengthened both the factory and la- 


and there was work for all, and wages 
incrersed, m ortgages on the homes 
w ere paid off. savings accounts w ere 
again started, and in fact good tim es 
w ere restored. 
The United S ta te s 
Bureau of Labor gives figures which 
are official, which show th at over 33 
per cent m ore people were em ployed 
In the year 1904 than in the year 1894, 
and at an average wage of 19Vk per 
cent more. The figures also show that 
these thousands of people, who were 
idle then, and who are at work today, 
a t higher wages, are w orking on an 
average of less hours per day. 
Could 
any story be m ore interesting than 
these statistics tell?

well recall th a t they tell th e tru th ?

Dillonvale, Ju ne 6.—With a total of 
ab ou t i,150 memb ers of the Ohio na­ 
tional gu ard, comprising the pick of 
two regiments of the state militia on 
gu ard, qu iet reigns today in this and 
other mining villages of this section. 
The main b ody of the troops are en­ 
camped on the hills su rrou nding the 
Bradley mine, the property of the 
United States Coal company, sou th of 
Smithfield. 
The soldiers are u nder 
the immediate command of Brigadier 
General Speaks, who has estab lished 
headqu arters ju st ou tside of the min­ 
ing village of Bradley. At the offices 
of the coal companies it is annou nced 
that all of the gu ards or private detec­ 
tives whose presence at the mines is 
alleged to have b een the cau se of the 
riot Su nday night, have b een relieved 
of du ty and that the m ilitary will b e 
in fu ll control of the mines till fu rther 
notice. There was no ou tward display 
of hostility on the part of the miners 
on the arrival of the state troops, and 
officials of the miners’ organization 
say there will b e no trou b le b etween 
them and the soldiers. 
The miners sat arou nd on the hills 
and watched the militia as they u n­ 
loaded and went into camp, withou t 
any expression of animosity, and the 
leaders denied very strenu ou sly re­ 
ports that they had b ecome disheart­ 
ened b y failu re to receive the weekly 
strike b enefits and were ready to qu it 
the stru ggle. 
Harry Harriman, secre­ 
tary of the Bradley mine local, Is 
among the miners u rging them to 
“stand pat,” and says they will do 
so withou t exception. 
A report widely circu lated that one 
of the men shot Su nday night had 
died was officially denied, as was also 
a report that fou r miners were shot 
in the affray 


Ohio Mir.inp Situation. 
Colu mb u s, Ohio, Ju ne 6 .—The prop­ 
osition made b y the Ohio operators to 
su b mit the qu estion of wages in the 
Ohio mines to arb itration is b eing 
considered today b y the miners in 
state "convention. 
The m iners’ offi­

tinu e their argu m ents against social­ 
ism b egu n Ju ne 1, b u t were continu al- 
yl Interru pted b y cries of “Resign.” 
Throu ghou t the deb ate a steady u nder­ 
cu rrent of ob stru ctive noise drowned 
the voices of the officials. 
The dem­ 
onstration, organized b y the radicals, 
continu ed u ntil the m inisters ceased 
speaking, thou gh Prince Peter Dol- 
gorou skoff, vice president of the low­ 
er hou se, who presided, appealed to 
the memb ers to rememb er the dignity 
of the hou se and give the m inisters 
the hearing to which they were en­ 
titled b y law. 
Owing to the tu mu lt 
MM. 
Gu rko 
and 
Stichinsky 
spoke 
b riefly. M. Gu rko, who answered pre­ 
viou s statem ents of Prof. Hertzen- 
stein, qu oted the depu ty’s own words 
against him on the necessity for ex­ 
propriating the lands of the more pros­ 
perou s peasants in order to satisfy the 
land hu nger of the many. M. Petru nk- 
evitch and Prof. Hertzenstein, Con­ 
stitu tional Democrats, answered the 
ministers. 
Petru nkeviteh. who was 
heard for the first time since the or­ 
ganization of the hou se, declared that 
a “patriotic du mmy m inistry wou ld 
resign.” 
Cou nt Heyden, a marshal of the no­ 
b ility, tu tned the lau gh on Petru nke- 
vitch and Hertzenstein b y pointing 
ou t that the two principal orators of 
the Constitu tional 
Democrats 
were 
u sing the time of the hou se in pro­
